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Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  present  herewith  the  statutory  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  district  for  the  year  1962, 

There  has  been  a  further  sharp  rise  in  the  birth  rate,  the 
adjusted  birth  rate  being  almost  the  same  as  the  average  for 

England  and  Wales,  The  death  rate  is  a  little  above  that  for 
the  previous  year  but  it  is  well  below  that  for  the  country  as 
a  whole.  The  estimated  mid-year  population  is  16,600  which 
is  a  further  substantial  rise  on  previous  years.  The  causes 

of  death  are  substantially  the  same  as  in  previous  years,  with 
vascular  and  coronary  disease  heading  the  list.  About  a 
quarter  of  the  deaths  from  cancer  were  due  to  "cancer  of  the 
lungs" . 

There  was  again  a  heavy  incidence  of  measles,  the  number 
of  cases  being  considerably  higher  than  in  Measles  is 

now  the  only  infectious  disease  which  occurs  with  any  magnitude 

in  infancy. 

A  further  increase  in  the  Home  Help  Service  occurred 
during  the  year,  both  in  the  number  of  cases  helped  and  in 
the  hours  worked.  Most  of  the  service  is,  of  course, 

directed  to  the  needs  of  old  people. 

Turning  to  the  sanitary  side  of  the  Department's  work, 
it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  Blundeston  and  Gorton 
Sewage  Schemes  are  now  in  operation.  The  Belton  Sewage 
Scheme  is  now  under  way. 

Mains  water  supplies  are  now  available  throughout  the 
district,  the  quality  and  wholesomeness  of  the  water  being- 
excellent. 

May  I  again,  Mr.  Chairman,  thank  you  and  the  members  oi 
the  Health  Committee  for  your  interest  and  support  during 

the  year,
